Princeton Easily 
Beats Harvard 
Eleven, 36 to 0 


Five Touchdowns and a Field 
Goal Figure in Crimson’s 
Worst Defeat Since 1889. 


By the Associated Press. 
PRINCETON, N. J.. Nov. 7.—A 


bruised. bewildered Harvard foot- 
ball team, reeling under reverses 
by Holy Cross and Dartmouth io- 
day, was tumbled to its worst de- 
feat by a Princeton eleven since 
1889. The score was 36 to 0. Heln- 
less before a shower of brilliantly 
timed forward passes which punc- 
tuated a riddling ground assault, 
the Crimson host five times was 
pushed back across its own goul 
line for touchdowns before the 
mighty paws of a versatile and re- 
lentless Tiger. <A field goal and 
three points after touchdown con- 
tributed by the wunerring toe. of 
Jake Slagle, amassed for Roper’s 
team a final score which ranks sec- 
ond in the Harvard-Princeton se- 
ries only to a total of 41 piled up 
against the Crimson 36 years ago. 
A throng of 59,000 saw the one- 
sided battle in Palmer Stadium. 
Except for a brief exhibition of 
stiffening Harvard defense in the 
third period, the game soon became 
a Princeton parade. The Tiger goal

New Clubhouse and Better 


Traffic Arrangements for 
Fairmount Track in 1926 


Brick Terrace to Be Sloped to 


Promoters Well Satisfied With Results of Meet Just 
Ended Despite Bad Weather. 


Give Clearer View of Horses; 


A new ciniaaat reconstructed terrace in front of the grand- 
stand and improved traffic facilities including a probable steam rail- 
way spur to the track are the major changes contemplated by the 
management of the Fairmount Jockey Club in the improvement of 
their plant for the Spring Meeting of 1926. 


No extension of the grandstand 
is contemplated at this time al- 
though the size of the crowds that 
attended in the closing days of the 
meeting indicated that the present 
stand is not sufficiently large to ac- 
commodate throngs which may be 
anticipated under normal spring 
weather conditions. The clubhouse 
will be so constructed as to provide 
seating accommodations for sever- 
al hundreds. 

Terrace to Be 

The brick paved terrace in front 
of the grandstand as built now does 
not permit of an uninterrupted 
view of the track by persons stand- 
ing and in order to make it possible 
to see the race the pitch of this 
terrace will be altered, giving it a 
sharper slope. 

Steps are being taken now to ob- 
tain possession of land to the south 
of the racing plant threugh which 
a spur from the Pennsylvania Lines 
may be carried. Automobile traf-., 
fic wiJ] move with greater celeri- 
ty next spring as a result of the 
completion of the new grade cross- 
ing on the outskirts of East St. 
Louis. 

In discussing the Jockey Club’s 
plans for next spring, Col. Matt C. 
Winn, managing director of the lo- 
cal enterprise and general man- 
ager of the Kentucky Jockey Club, 
said that for some time to come the 
stockholders would share no profits 
from their investment but would 
turn the money back into the plant 
in an effort to make Fairmount 
Park one of the most attractive rac- 
ing plants in the country. 

“We have a definite plan of de- 
velopment in mind,” said Winn. 
“We believ@ the surroundings pro-

Un- 
der present conditions, larger 
crowds could not have been accom- 
modated.

Notre Dame and 
Penn State Play 
To Scoreless Tie 


Heavy Field and Rain Slow Up 
Both Teams and Game Is 
Punting Duell.

STATE COLLEGE, Pa., Nev. 7.— 


Penn State and Notre Dame, play- 
ing in a field of mud and with rain 
pouring down, fought each other to 
a scoreless tie here today before 
25,000 people. 


On'y twice throughout the bas- 
tle Was a score of any sort in 
sight, one when Rex Enright of the 
Indianians attempted a placement 
goal from the 20-yard Ane which 
was wide of the posts by two feet, 


failed to grasp a slippery pass from 
center. Weston'’s attempt dribbled 
into his own line and went to his 
opponents. 

Diving ané sliding, the combat- 
ants fought gamely against terrific 
odds after the first period. At the 
start of the game Knute Rockné's 
eleven produced a powerfyl offen- 
sive with Hearndon, Flannagan and 
Enright battering their way down 
the fiel@ for 40 yards on three 
plays only to encounter a solid set 
of Penn State forwards. State 
gained the ball and from that point 
it became a question of kicking. 


Kickers Punt Weil. 


Capt. Gray of Penn State op- 
posed “Red” Edwards of Notre 
Dame in the duel of toes, and the 
one matched the other, booting the 
unwieldly ball for from 40 to 60 
yards. For a time there were run 
backs of a few yards, but soon the 
field had become so slippery that 
receivers could not start. 


So it went for two periods, al- 
though a forward pass from Ed- 
wards to Hearndon, which gained 
20 yards, gave Notre Dame an ad- 
vantage in the second, which it 
eventually yielded through a kick 
over the goal line by Edwards. 


Hearndon carried Gray's kick- 
off in the second half back to his 
46-yard line, and Enright 
Flannagan added a first down, but 
that was the end of the effort. A 
long punt by Edwards was downed 
on State’s two-yard line, from 
which point Gray issued one of his 
poorest kicks, only 38 yards. Kd- 
wards and Flannagan drove through 


lost 15 when Weston got him from 
behind. 

Interference with the receiver of 
a forward pass cost State 16 yards. 
and from this point Bnright failed 
at his placement goal. After three 
plays in the fourth period Weston 
tried a kick from the 32-yard line 
and this also fafled.

Half a dozen grounded when re- 
eeivers slipped in attempting 
catches. Notre Dame had the ad- 
vantage in what little rushing was 
done, but both lines braced when 
danger threatened an@ compeliell 
punting.

Ministers are Poor Politicians, Ed- 
ucators Poor Legislators, and 
Lawyers Cannot Qualify for 
Spiritual Uplift, He Says.

An address by the Right Rev. Irving Peake 


| Johnson, Protestant Episcopal Bishop of Colo- 


rado, to jhe members of the Colorado Bar 
Association, recently attracted considerable 
attention beoause of an unconventional hand 
ling of a number of current topics. In this 
address the Bishop said:

Taking advantage of the absence 
of the physician, I dressed and 
hurried over there, pale and worn | 
I went to the front. and made my | 
last stand against the Parker ele- | 
ment. His telegram announced that 
he regarded the gold standard as 
irrevocably established and the 
Resolutions Committee brought in 
a resolution declaring that as the 
question was no longer an issue his 
personal opinion was not material. 


I introduced an amendment call- 
ing upon him to give his opinion 
upon certain other phases of the 
money question, as ne had seen fit 
to give it upon the gold question. 
But after reflection withdrew this, 
not only because there was little 
chance of its adoption, but I was 
afraid that his answers to my ques- 
tions, if he answered them, would 
simply commit him to the wrong 
side of the question. When the yote 
was taken the committee’s resolu- 
tion was adopted by about the same 
vote that was cast in favor of his 
nomination, and the resolution was 
not a very important one after all, 
because it only stated the fact, 
since we all recognized that the 
money question was not ar issue 
any longer. It would have been 
better, however, if the resolution 
had stated that it was no longer an 
issue because the principle con- 
tended for by the Democrats had 
been vindicated and because an un- 
expected increase of money from 
another source had rendered the 
restoration of bimetallism unneces- 
sary. 

The telegram, however, put an 
end to whatever hope there wag of 
Mr. Parker's election. He had r.- 
mained silent and by so doing he 
had alienated the rank and file of 


the party. If the election had ox. 
curred a week after the conventio12, 
he would scarcely have received 


half the votes of tle party, but as 
time went on the Democrats be- 
came more reconciled to the situa- 
tion and recognized that he had 
simply expressed his own opinion 
and ni nowise committed the party. 


Spoke for Parker. 


I took part in the campaign, jus- 
tifyving myself by the fact that his 
platform was good as far as jt went 
and that he stood for a number of 
reforms, while President Roosevelt 
wags pledged to no reforms. I of- 
fered my services to the national 
committee and spoke in several of 
the states, neglecting my own State 


to do so. And while I have reason 
to believe that I was instrumental 
in increasing his vote, I found it im- 
possible to arouse any enthusiasm. 

I heard many amusing stories of 
the campaign illustrating the lack 
of enthusiasm. One man told mie 
that at a ratification meeting three 
cheers were proposed. The chair- 
man gave two o* them and the man 
who told me gave one, which mad* 
the three—the remainder of the au- 
dience refused to join. At a meet- 
ing in Indiana where the Demo- 
cratic candidate for Governor was 
present, the chairman proposed 
three cheers for the ticket and got 
no response whatever, but the au il- 
ence, after giving three cheers for 
the Republican candidate, ad- 
journed. 

His Personal Victory. 

I look back to the St. Louls con- 
vention as one of the best illustra- 
tions I have had of the fact that 
one cannot see very far ahead. I 
went to the convention expecting to 
be run over by a hoatile majority. 
I never knew one hour what wes 
coming next, but continued on my 
way meeting the questions as they 
arose and doing what seemed to be 
right at the time. And the con- 
vention in which I expected humil- 
jation I found victory, for I think« 
the victory at St. Louis was really a 
greater personal triumph than the 


'victory at Chicago, and did more 


to strengthen me in the party. 
The support of the ticket con- 
vinced many who had doubted my 
democracy that I was in fact Dem- 
cratic {n my principles and loyal 
to the Democratic party as an or- 
ganization. When I went to St. 
Loujs, I could not, of course, see 
the outcome, and I would not 
promise in advance to support the 
nominee, but I was convinced dur- 
ing the course of the convention 
that the Democratic party was 
sound at heart and that its sur- 
render to. the conservative element 
was but a temporary surrender 
This encouraged me to continue the 
fight within the Democratic party 
and the platform was such that I 


had something to stand on and to 
fight for. The platform commit- 
ted our candidate to certain im- 
portant reforms, and_I felt that {ft 
we could but get rtd of imperial- 
ism and the spirit of war which 
the President seemed to emibedy, 
we might be better prepared to 
enter upon the fight for ecomeasic 
reforms. Towards the close of dhe 
campaign I suggested @ cartoon 
{llustrating this idea. The party 
was represented as clearing away 
the trees preparatory to the culti- 
vation of the soll.

Mr. Parker was nominated 
conservatives a chance to test 
their ability to win victory, and 
their failure made it possible for 
the party to reorganize itself and 
become a positive and progressive 
force. Had we nominated a rad- 
ical at that time, he would, fn all 
probability, have been defeated, 
because the conservative element 
would not have supported him; had 
we nominated a compromise can- 
didate he would atfso, in all prob- 
ability, have been defeated, but 
the nomination of a man clearly 
identified with the Wall street ele- 
ment removed, for the present at 
least, the fear of another conserva- 
tive triumph In the party.

Never seeming to move his body, 
he would play double pedal at the 
organ as easily as another could do 
a scale with one hand.

LONDON, Nov. 7.—British auto- 
mobile racing fans are hoping that 
goon they will see the debut of the 
400-horsepower car which was de- 
signed for Count Zborowski, who 
was getting it ready when he met 
death at the Monza speedway in 
italy. The car is so powerful that 
there has been doubt whether it 
would prove practicable or could 
be handled safely at high speed.

ROAD FOR 16 CARS 
ABREAST, OUT OF 
UHICAGO, PLANNED 


Highway to Milwaukee, 160 
Feet Wide, With 6 Sep- 
arate Lines for Autos, 
Proposed. 


A superhighway from Chicago 
to Milwaukee, without crossings, 
and with railroads and pedestrians 
excluded, is proposed by the Illi- 
nois Safety Council. Over such a 
road, which would be wide enough 
to accommodate 16 cars abreast, 
a motorist would be able to make 
the trip in 75 minutes. 

Six separate lanes for automo- 
biles would be provided for, accor- 
ing to the plans. Inside lanes 
would be for high-powered cars 
capable of 60 to 90 miles an hour. 
Cars going 30 to 60 miles an hour 
would drive on a middle lane, ani 
outside lanes would be reserved for 
automobiles going 15 to 30 miles 
an hour. 

The road would be 80 miles long, 
160 feet wide and 12 feet above 
the lake level. It would be butllt 


(1200 feet out from the present shore 


line, on refilled land. The esti- 
mated cost of the roadway would 
be $196,000 a mile. 

Crossroads would tunnel! undor 
the maétn drive, but have ramps to 
the highway. Pedestrians would 
be obliged to cross under the road 
instead of over it, 

Plans cal] for no speed limit on 
the proposed highway, and no 
“speed cops.” High-powered cars 
would be allowed to move as fast 
as 90 miles an hour, and gmaller 
automobiles as fast as they could, 
according to Si Mayer, secretary 
of the Chicago Police Department 
and president of the Illinois Safety 
Council. Mayer plans to interest 
Mayors and city and county offi- 
Clals between Chicago and Milwau- 
Kee this spring.

The most sensational of these 
cars that can be bought by the 
general public is the Bugatti 
“grand prix sports model,” which 
has a racing body, cast aluminum 
wheels, supercharger and a guar- 
anteed speed of 12( miles per hour. 
A speed of 100 miles an hour is 
guaranteed for a Bugatti model of: 
similar appearance which has wire 
wheels. Overhead camshafts fea- 
ture both models, as well as. re- 
versed quarter-eliptic rear springs. 

The Bugatti sports is a straight 
eight, the cylinder bore being 2.36 
inches and the stroke 3.48 inches. 
There are two inlet valves and one: 


exhaust valve for each cylinder. 
Fully as interesting is the newest 
Alvis sports model, which is a 
duplicate of the front wheel drive 
racer with supercharger which has 
been distinguishing itself on the 
British Brooklands track. This car 
is guaranteed to do 100 miles an 
hour. It has a 4-cylinder engine, 
with 2%-inch bore and 4 1-3-inch 
stroke. Engine and gear box are 
mounted on the frame on com- 
pressed rubber vibration absorbers.

U. 5. HAS NEARLY 
00,000 MILES OF 
SURFACED ROADS 


Not Far’ From 740,000 
Miles of Improved High- 
ways Reported in Whole 
Country. 


The mileage of surfacé4é réads in 
the United States is nearing tho 
500,000 mark, according to the Bu- 
reau of Public Roads of the United 
'States Department of Agriculture. 
Some weeks ago state reports indi- 
cated that there were 128,347 miles 
of gurfaced road on the state sys- 
tems at the end of 1924. Similar 
subsequent reports from the states 
indicated that mileage of surfaced 
county roads was 339,558, making 
a total of 467,905 miles, While it 
is probable that the estimate of 
county roads is not so accurate as 
that of the state roads, the above 
figure is probably not too large. 

Since 31,541 miles of road was 
surfaced in 1924 by the states and 
counties, and it is known that prog- 
ress has been equally as good in 
1926, it is probable that the con- 
struction season now drawing to a 
close will inérease the surfaced 
mileage to more - 496,000 
miles. In this estimate allowance 
was made for a portion of the 
year’s work being resurfacing or 
‘higher improvement of roads pre- 


viously reported as surfaced. 
In addition to surfaced roads,¢a 


considerable mileage has been 
graded and drained according ‘to

engineering standards. There were | 


236,294 miles of such road at the 
end of 1924, and of this, 13,889 
miles was constructed that year. 
These figures indicate that the im- 
proved road mileage of all classes 
is not far from 740,000,

U.S. HASNEARLY 
500.000 MILES OF

Miles of Improved High- 
ways Reported in Whole 
Country. 


The mileage of surfaced roads in 
the United States is nearing tho 
500,000 mark, according to the Bu- 
reau of Public Roads of the United 
MStates Department of Agriculture. 
| Some weeks ago state reports indi- 
cated that there were 128,347 miles 
of gurfaced road on the state sys- 
tems at the end of 1924. Similar 
subsequent reports from the states 
indicated that mileage of surfaced 
county roads was 339,558, making 
a total of 467,905 miles, While it 
is probable that the estimate of 
county roads is not so accurate as 


that of the state roads, the above 
figure is probably not too large. 

Since 31,541 miles of road was 
surfaced in 1924 by the states and 
counties, and it is known that prog- 
ress has been equally as good in 
1926, it is probable that the con- 
struction season now drawing to a 
close will inérease the surfaced 
mileage to more 496,000 
miles. In this estimate allowance 
was made for a portion of the 
year’s work being resurfacing or

In addition to surfaced roads,¢a 
considerable mileage has been 
graded and drained according ‘*o 
engineering standards. There were 
236,294 miles of such road at the 
end of 1924, and of this, 13,889 
miles was constructed that year.

1S HAS NEARLY 
50,000 MILES OF 
SURFACED ROADS 


Not Far’ From 740,000 
Miles of Improved High- 
ways Reported in Whole 
Country. 


The mileage of surfaced réads in 
the United States is nearing tho 
500,000 mark, according to the Bu- 
reau of Public Roads of the United 
"States Department of Agriculture. 
Some weeks ago state reports indi- 
cated that there were 128,347 miles 
of gurfaced road on the state sys- 
tems at the end of 1924. Similar 
subsequent reports from the states 
indicated that mileage of surfaced 
county roads was 339,558, making 
a total of 467,905 miles, While it 
is probable that the estimate of 
county roads is not so accurate as 
that of the state roads, the above 
figure is probably not too large. 

Since 31,541 miles of road was 
surfaced in 1924 by the states and 
counties, and it is known that prog- 
ress has been equally as good in 
1926, it is probable that the con- 
struction season now drawing to a 
close will 
mileage to more 
miles. In this estimate allowance 
was made for a portion of the 
year’s work being resurfacing or 
‘higher improvement of roads pre- 
viously reported as surfaced. 

In addition to surfaced roads,¢a 
considerable . mileage has been 
graded and drained according ‘to 


engineering standards. There were 


236,294 miles of such road at the 
end of 1924, and of this, 13,889 
miles was constructed that year. 
These figures indicate that the im- 


proved road mileage of all classes, 


is not far from 740,000.

Every time the motorist pushes 
down the pump plunger, he forces 
a quantity of oil, that may be va- 
ried from one drop upward, to 
each outlet from the main reser- 
voir. An average of 1-3 cubic inch 
of oil lubricates a.chassis bears 
ing effectively. The device is so 
bullt that a break in one or more 
of the tubes will not cut down the 
supply from any other tube or 
empty the reservoir. Clogging of 
the tubes is virtually done away 
with by a fine mesh screen through 
which the oil passes from the res- 
ervoir into the supply lines. 

With such an automatic lubri- 
cating system on his car the motor- 
ist is obliged-to go-to no more 
effort in keeping the chassis wel] 
olled than to step on the plunger 
once a day, fill the reservoir oo- 
casionally and clean the screen in 
the pump. In return, the life of 
his car is lengthened, because 
needless wear and tear on bearing 
surfaceg is eliminated, and the 
owner saves time, labor and ex- 
pense.

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NATION WIDE RADI 
FORECAST BY EXPERT 


Gives His Reasons for Believ- 

| ing That Practically All 

Homes Will Have Sets 
Next Year. 


By JOSEPH D. FR. FREED. 

At the end of 1926, when we 
speak of “The radio audience,” we 
may well say we are referring to 
the entire nation. Then, actually, 
the whole country can listen in, at 
the one time, to broadcasting from 
many stations, and on very impor- 
tant occasions could also hear a 
single event broadcasted through 
an augmented link of leading sta- 
tions in many states. 

Contributing to the possibflity of 
having a really national audience 
are such factors as the vast in- 
crease in the number of receiving 
sets, the higher power of many sta- 
tions, and the splendid programa, 
including the principal happenings 
in politics, science, music and ath- 
letics. 

We have heard it reported—/for 
instance, when the President speaks 
—-that “the entire country its listen- 
ing in.” That has not been true: it 
could not possibly be true. Ws 
would have to assume, just to men- 
tion one phase of the situation, that 
all people were supplied with sensi- 
tive receivers and listening at 1000 
or more mile range, as millions 
| would have to. However, probably 
as high &s 20,000,000 persons may 
have been reached. A vast audi- 
| ence heard the night sessions of the 
|mational political conventions in 
1924 and are hearing programs 
broadcast through a chain of sta- 
tions. But the fact is up to the 
present we certainly have not had 
a truly national audience, not even 
for world’s series baseball] when 
/nearly 100 stations broadcast the 
/news direct from Pittsburg or 
Washington, either transmitting the 
| voice of the announcer or reading 
| the returns as they came in over 


| the telegraph wire, which was done 
|in the afternoons when only a small 
| Dart of the public could listen. 

| Just the same, it is equally true 
that, with the tremendous interest 
‘In radio now being manifested, an- 
|other year will see the vision real- 
\ized, and no one can fortell what 
other wonders are in store. 

In its short but illuminating his- 
tory has passed through two stages 
in its development; from the stand- 
point of public interest. 

First, the boys took up radio as 
a hobby, studying wireless code and 
then building crystal receivers to 
hear the early broadcasting experi- 
ments. 

Second, their fathers, amazed at 
the marvels, delights and potentiali- 
ties of radio, became enthutasts. 

In those days just a few years 
back, the women of the house were 
horrified at seeing all kinds of 
queer-looking apparatus cluttering 
up the tables or turning the spare 
room topsy-turvy. There is no 
question but that the fair sex re- 
garded radio as more or less of a 
nulsance, 

How different today! We might 
say that the third period of radio 
development has come to pass—the 
appreciation of the women in not 
only the entertainment and instruc- 
tion, that are so mysteriously but 
so effectively made possible, -but 
also their discovery that their 
homes would be adorned, not de- 
faced, by these radio receivers, now 
encased in such fine cabinets, with 
batteries ‘hidden away in consoles. 
In other words, radio's first appeal 
was to the ear, and now it is also 
to the eye—particularly the fem- 
inine! 

It may be safe to assume, there- 
fore, that 1926 will be everybody's 
year in radio and we have the na- 
tional audience in reality. The few 
remaining scoffers will have re- 
treated from their strange attitude 
of frowning upon such a blessing as 
ra4io. The great majority of 
American homes, by the end of 
1926, will be equipped with receilv- 
ers. Thus it will be possible, on 
the occasion of a great event, toe 
reach simultaneously practically the 
entire population. All will either 
possess a set or know where a re- 
ceiver is located around which they 
will ze welcome to assemble.

A new course has been added to 
the New York University to fit 
students for positions as radio - 
nouncers, professional radio C- 
turers and radio program directors. 
Each student is given the oppor- 
tunity to speak over the radio at 
one of the local broadcasting seta- 
tions and his voice is “analyzed” 
for correction by instructors in the 
course. In addition, the student 
listens to his own voice, recorded 
by means of wax disks thus check- 
ing on the instructor’s criticism. 

One of the largest high-powered 
radio stations in the United States 
is to be opened at Hialeah, a su- 
burb of Miami, Fla. It will com- 
municate direct to countries of 
Central America, West Indies, Co- 
lombia in South America, and ships 
in South Atlantic, Gulf and Carib- 
bean Sea waters. 

Throughout the United States 
there will be about 20 stations 
using from 1500 to 6000 watts this 
winter and the same number using 
between 600 and 1000 watts. Up- 
ward of 100 stations will use 500 
watts. 
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| Slim Chance for New Broadcasters | 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 7.—Nearly 
two hundred organizations and in- 
dividuals are seeking! to establish 
broadcasting stations that they 
may go on the air with what they 
believe wil] interest the listening 
public. Most of them advise the 
Government agents that they have 


something unique to offer the ra- 
diofans; something a little better 
than anything now available, be it 
music, instruction, publicity or 
pure entertainment. Even when 
it is explained to these would-be 
disseminators of information that 
the air is literally full of enter- 
tainment, propaganda and every 
other form of radio broadcasts, 
they persist. Although they are 
told that channels in the air are not 
available, they continue with their 
plans and even build stations. A 
number of these hopeful broadcast- 
ers who have constructed Class B 
stations are still waiting for long 
wave-lengths, but a few have taken 
what they could get—Class A cha.i- 
nels and be thankful. 

The 86 routes designated for use 
in broadcasting through the ether 
are so jammed With traffic today 
with the 571 active stations, that 
no new stations can be accommo- 
dated unless existing stations di- 
vide time. Few care to do this, 
having their own matter to broad- 
cast. Some stations have been 
bought and sold; other channels 
abandoned have been seized by one 
or more .of the throng sitting in 
Secretary Hoover’s waiting room. 
What cam be done for the rest of 
them, the fourth national confer- 
ence can perhaps decide, but with 
571 stations now jamming the air, 
it is not believed these new appli- 
cants will meet with a very cordial 
reception. 

Reviewing the broadcast waiting 
list, it is seen that 176 proposed 
stations are known to be waiting 
for licenses, not all of them have 
actually applied for rights-of-way 
through the ether, but many hav¢ 
while the rest are either planning 
stations or have them under con- 
struction. 

Reports From Districts. 

In the First Radio District, 
which includes New England, 27 
stations are reported as desirous of 
getting into the broadcasting game.

them in the metropolis, which is 
already very crowded. Two high- 
power stations are sought by the 
Shuberts and the Concourse Plaza 
Hotel Radio Co., while the Radio 
Investment Co. is willing to take a‘ 
Class A assignment. 


The Middle Atlantic District, 
known as the Third, is asking for 
nine new stations and, of course, as 
many channels; two of these are 
sought by Baltimoreans and two 
by concerns in Richmond, Va. 

From the Fourth, or the South- 

eastern District, there are filed re- 
quests for 21 new stations, 13 of 
which are proposed in Florida, and 
the same number seek Class B 
channels and licenses. Miami 
alone has four prospective broad- 
casters. 
The fifth, or Southern district, 
with headquarters at New Orleans, 
reports 15 stations as planned in- 
cluding four seeking B licenses, 
two in Oklahoma City and two in 
Dallas, Tex. , 

California, which comprises the 
largest part of the sixth district, is 
so ambitious as to want 32 sta- 
tions licensed in addition to a very 
large number now on the air—that 
it, promoters and development in- | 
terests want them, perhaps not the 
fans. However, 12 of these stations 


' 


proposed would open up in Los 
Angeles and five in San Francisco, 
two cities whose air is already lit- 
erally filled with words and music. 
Seven of these proposed stations 
are of Class B type. 

In the seventh district, compris- 
ing the Northwest, with headquar- 
ters at Seattle, only two applicants 
for broadcasting stations are 
known; the State University of 
Montana, at Missoulo, and I. M. 
Miller, at Yakima, Wash., both de- 
sire B status, 


The Detroit district, No. 8 of the 
departmental subdivisions, has 
seven venturesome backers of new 
stations, three of whom want Class 
B stations to be located in Buffalo, 
Cleveland and Pittsburg. 


Chicago headquarters of the 
Ninth district, last of the numeri- 
cal designations, is nevertheless 
first in proposed stations, seeking 
60 licenses. Nine would De locat- 
ed in Chicago and three in St. 
Louis or nearby. Eight of these 
60 stations are proposefl high- 
powered stations. 


Saturation Is Reached. 


The answer to the query—How 
and where can we put 175 more 
stations ?—perhaps will result from 
the discussion of an item in Mr. 
Hoover's agenda, which might be 
paraphrased as follows: 

The present saturation in the 
broadcast band and the exhaustion} 
of channels make it necessary to 


limit the number of stations per- 
mitted to operate on the basis of 
Public service, 

AS a result, some of the less val- 
uable and popular stations may be 
ruled out, to permit the entry of 
Proposed stations belleved of more 
value and service to the fansr Per- 
suading a station to abandon 
broavicasting, however, may de- 
velop difficulties in excess of those 
already encountered by the depart- 
ment. 

Besides the stations listed as de- 
sirous of broadcasting, there is a 
group of 10 existing stations plan- 
ning to raise their power. Five of 
them anticipate going to five kilo- 
watts. These last. stations are: 
WREO, Lansing, Mich.; WLS, Chi- 
cago; WHO, Dés Moines; WGBO, 
Miam!; KPO, San Francisco, and 
probably WOR, Newark. WOAQ 
and WOKO, New York, together 
with WNJ, Newark, and WHAP, 
Brooklyn, seek to increase their 
power to 600 watts.

“The poor are always with us. Always 
with us,” he used to tell reporters.

I 
had to dig for mine. Let the other fellow 
dig, too. Let him dig.” 

Dig was his favorite word. All his life

Born in Media, Pa:, the son of poor Irish 
immigrants, Beggs started digging at an 
early age. His first job was in a Philadel- 
phia brick¥ard at 10 cents a day. Later he 
studied in a business college af night and 
learned accounting. For a while he taught 
accouhting at $1500 a year, but this did not 
interest him long. Through membership in 
the Grace Methodist Episcopal Church at 
Harrisburg, Pa., he became interested in 
electric lighting, when the incandescent bulb 
was first on the market. He decided to pur- 
suade the church to install electric lights and 
while he vas about it, built an electric power 
plant in Harrisburg to supply the town as 
well as the church. 

That gave him his start in public utilities, 
then a fallow>field. He became associated 
with Thomas A> Edison and moved up step 
by step in the infant electric industry until 
he was western manager for Bdison at Chi-

cago. Next, the North American Co. sent him 
to Milwaukee to reorganize the street rail- 
ways. From. Milwaukee he was transferred 
to St. Louis to take charge of the United 
Railways,.the Laclede Gas Light Co. and the 
Union Electric Co. At the height of his ca- 
reer he controlled corporations with a com- 
bined capitalization of $132,500,000. 

Yet, consider this colossus of finance as 
his business fellows knew him. Long a 
widower, he lived at the Blackstone apart- 
ments, Juneau and Van Buren streets. For 


his bedroom, living room, bath and kitchen- 


ette he paid $90 a month rent. The furnish- 
ings’ with which this’ man of millions sur- 
rounded himself would scarcely have done 
credit to one of his $150-a-month clerks. Few 
books, no bric-a-brac, no pictures, no Turkish 
rugs, no silver, no tapestries.

He was proud of his rule never to spend 
more than 15 cefits for breakfast. This meal, 
which usually consisted of coffee and a roll, 
he ate at a dairy lunch across the street from 
his office. He used to lecture ats employes 
on frugality. 

“The noon lunch is, unnecessary,” he 
would say, “‘I never eat lunch.” 

He would never buy a luncheon, but he 
invariably accepted the invitations of friends 
to lunch. -He never travelled except on brsi- 
ness for one of his enterprises, and he used 
a railroad pass everyAime. For years he, did 
not have a pass on any direct line from Chi- 
cago to New York. When this trip was neces- 
sary he took a round-about way so as to util- 
ize his passes. He made his corporations pay 
all expenses for these trips, and charged them 
railroad fare, although he rode free. “The 
Pullman.surcharge hurt him to the quick. 
He refused to pay it, preferring to ride in 
chair cars. 

Usually when traveling with business con- 
ferees who wished to discuss deals on the 
train, these acquaintances would pay the 
Pullman fare for him so he could ride with 
them. He accepted their donations blandly. 

“If you men want to pay, it’s Sl) right 
with me,” he wotld say. “But I wouldn't 
give these Pullman robbers a cent.”’. 

In all his life he made but one trip tg 
Europe. That was on business for a railroad 
to inspect rolling stock.

He was sued for the bill 
and afterwards action was brcught against 
him for libel, but he won the latter case, the 
plaintiffs getting a judgment of $1.

FIRST TELEPHONE. 
EXCHANGE IN CTY 


UPENED IN 1878 


Had 12 Subscribers—Now 
the Number Is 180,000, 
With 375,000 Expected 
by 1945. 


The romance of communication, 
as it has developed in St. Louis in 
the past four decades, is told in “A 
Monumént to Communication,” 
just published by the Southwestern 
Bell Telephone Co., in commentfo- 
ration of the new 31-story building 


being erected on the block between 
Tenth, Pine, Eleventh and Chest- 
hut streets. 

Nothing less than romantic is 
the story of a system of communi- 
cation that has increased in size 
more than 300 times in less than 
50 years. For it was on April 19, 
1878, that the first St. Louis Tele- 
phone Exchange Was opened, and 
it had a list of exactly 12 subscrib- 
ers. While now thé number is 
180,000 and the prediction is that 
by 1945 the number will be 375.000 
in the St. Louis Metropolitan area. 

Before the telephone came thére 
was the telegraph and in 1874 the 
American District Telegraph Co. 
began supplying messenger service. 
A subscriber dialed for a messenger 
and a boy came on foot or by 
horse car and delivered the mes- 
sage with lagging steps and 
brought back a reply if one was 
desired. 


An Amazing Invention. 

In 1877 news came gf an amaz- 
ing invention for earrying the 
spoken word from point to point. 
It was being exploited by the Bell 
Telephone Co. of Boston. The 
heads of the A. *’. T. were inter- 
ested. At the Urectors’ meeting 
Nov. 13, 1877. they appointed a 
committee to upen n - otiations for 
exclusive righiw fer the use of the 
new instruments in $t. Louis. The 
rights were obtained and George 
F. Durant, the St. Louis telephone 
manager, set about opening the 
first telephone exchange. 

Sub@cribers were a prime réequis- 
ite, and as the story is told in the 
booklet, Durant went to Judge 
George A. Madill, lawyer and fi- 
nancier, and invited him to be the 
first telephone subscriber in 8&t. 
Louls, which would cost him $100 
a year. Judge Madill was willing 
to be one, but he didn’t want to be 
the only one. What would be the 
use of having a telephone if no- 
body else had them? There would 
be nobody for him to talk to. If 
Durant would get four others to 
Subscribe,. so that they could use 


the things, he would come in. He 


hamed 10 lawyers for Durant to 
work on. If four would sign up 
with him, all right. 

Audge John M. Krum, father of 
the late Judge Chester Krum, was 
the second to sign, and the firm of 
Glover & Shepherd was third. Not 
only were the four obtained but, 
exceeding the wildest expectat.ons. 
there were 12 subscribers when 
the exchange was opened. 

Boys as Operators, 

Central was on the top floor of 
the Third National Bank Building.

In 1880 when Bt. Louis’ popula- 
tion was 350,000 there were ahout 
600 telephones, one for every 584 
people. 

In 1890 there were 2885 tele- 
phones and in 1900, shortly before 
the Roosevelt administration, there 
were but 6237. 

The next few years were years 
of active growth, as there were 19,- 
963 telephones in 1904, the World's 
Fair year, and 28,958 the year fol- 
lowing. 

In 1914, at the outbreak of the 
World War, there were 64,883 tele- 
phones, and the 100,000 mark was 
reached in 1920. 

It is estimated that by the end 
more than 183,000 tele-
